Mr. Cooper's bill to regulate the
earrying, mapufaciurivg apd sale of
firearms usuvslly vs:d for the iafletion
of personal injury, and to make & vio
lation of the same & misdemeanor, was
taken up in the Scnate on Tuesday of
last week. The bill is very drastic in
its provisions, and the coimmittee ro
port on it was unfavorhla,

SBenator Graydon «ffured an swmosnd-
ment makiog tbe bill sppiy ounly to
pistols, and advoosted the biil with hia
smondment at some leng'h

Senator Aldrich thought it the brsi
bill that has been introduoed st this
session. Public opinion hss orystal-
i2.d on two joints, he said, that whis
key and pistols sre respomsible for
most of tgu erimo. The pecalty for
0arrying concealed weapons is entirely
too low. He knew of no evil in tho
Btate more to be deplored than the al-
most universal custom of earrying con-
cealed weapons. It is a most de
moralizing and degrading thing. The
penalty cannot be made too mevers.
The habit of carrying s concealed wea-
pon will make a coward of any man

the coursge he ever had will he
sunk in the barrel of his pistol, and if
~he-ever gets into a row without bhis
pistol he will run as sure as he lives
A pistol is a disgraceful thing, asd no
man ought to be allowed to carry one
whether concea’ed or not. If a man
need a fire sym at 2!l he nceds & gun
and not a pistol

Benator Hernderson eaid Lo was as
much opposcd to carrying concealed
weapons ns snybody, but ho theught
this proposed lsw would be unsonsti
tutional, s it forbids the right given
by the coustitwiion of carrying avms,
and this bill will pro} ibit us from car-
rying pistiole, conoealed or rot. The
bill, he thoucht would be unconatitu-
tional, and for that resson he could not
vote it.

Mr, Ilderion suggested amerd
mont that & man cculd L carry
weapons ‘‘without just o or ex

ouse.” He thought the wiscs thing to
do would be to etop the imjortation
and esle of pistols. Il ght the
bill under discussion should |5 8.

Bensator Henderson said he did not be
lieve the law wounlid do any good, that
it would be violated just as the present
law against concealed wespons s
violated.

Benator Mayficld offered an amend-
ment that & person desiring to oarry a
concealed weapon might cb!ain an an
nusl license from the clerk of conrt st
an annual cost of £50, and spoke in
favor of his amendment. If a man
thinks he ought togo armed he ouxht
to be allowed to do 60, and tha people
ought to know it. So let Lim take ont
a license, and let everybody know that
he has taken out such a license.

Benator Henderson esid this amend.
ment would still not make the law con-
stitutional. The taking ont of a Ji-
cense would not protcet anybody, Fleo
moved to strike out the cnacting
worda of the hill.

Benator Graydon ornlended that this
bill would be constitutional asthe lan-
guage of the constitution as to the
right of the peorle to besr srms re-
ferred only to the militia.

Senator Stanland thought this a most
important measure, and that somo law
of this kind should be paseed. He
spoke of the conditions in the lower
counties, and gaid protection of some
kind was eorely necded,

A dispatoh from Pekin eays Prinoo
Ching snd Lii Hung Chang havo received
lovg dispstehes hom the court which
they have not di:clcsed to the foreign
envoys. 1o is understood to contaiu 1o
addition to the recent celebrated reform
deeree, an account of how KEmperor
Kwang Su has sent & choice of methods
of suicide to sll those pamed for pun
ishment by the envoys, olosing with
the inquity whether Prince Ching and
Li HuugChaog think the envoys will
be saustied. It isunderstood that the
Clincso plenipotentiaries ia their reply
to the court smid the foreign envoys
could not object stroogly to an accom-
pliched faot, but that they would proba-
Cly insist upen the sentenoe of execu-
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various poinis. It is very geriously
doubted in Chinese ocircles here that
Tung Fu Hsiang will agree to commit
ouicide. The army worships him. He
bias absolute control of the Moliam-
mwedans and is believed to be one him-
self. He refused to nllow the disband-
ment of 5,000 men sand the emperor
ordered bim lar from the oourt. To at-

KResolved, That we the represeata-
tives of the people of S>u h Uarolins
do kercby endorse and approve of the
course of our said senior sepator, B R,
Tillman, but that it is with great regret
that we cannot lend our eadorsement
to the course of our junior genator,
John L. MoLaurin, who has seemiogly
allted hiwself with the Reapublican
party and gona back on the tenets of
Demooracy, which are so dear to all
trus South Uarolininns,

Mr. Jarnican said that he oppo ed
the ineicious attack against Mr. Me-
Laurin, but he muved the sdoption of

Hesolved further, That a copy of
these resolutions, suitably eogros-ed,
be transmicted to Senater l'illman.

He 13 urgiog Gov-
ernor tmith 1o esll the legisimiure in
eXiraordinary eession so that it osn fub-
mit the proposed amendment this year.
Sepator Gorman is contident toat the
amwendment will be supported by a ma-
jority of the legislature and (hat 1t
would prevail at & popuiar election.
T'here sre about 40,000 negro vorers 1n
Maryland aud the great wejority of
them would pe distranchisea by the
plsu Henator Gorman 18 strenuousiy
advocating, A® the negro voto 1n Mary
land 15 slwost solidly Republican 1o
cmazoulato 1t would 1nsure the control
of the state to the Dimoorats. I'hc
Demoorats earried 1t by & good majori-
ty at tho Iast eleotion but at the pa-
tional cleotion last Novewber a solid
Republican delegation was  oleated.
Though the Democrats havo control of
both houses of tne legislature somo of
tbe lesding Maryisnd cowspapers con-
sider 1t very doubtful whother the {ran-
ohite amendment would be carried in
that body. Mr. Gorman, however, thinka
that there is no doubt about 1t ana
with s nnmber of othe Demoorat lead-
ers insista upon the extra session.

MANY OCTGPUSES.

Hordes of Them In-
vada tha Brltish Channel

Countiess

THE HORRIBLE CREATURES.

Have Tentacies that Spread 8ix
teen Feot and Have a
8uction of Several
Horss Powar.

A plaguo ss horrrid io its way a3 any
of those from which the ancient KEgyp-
tisns sufferod has assailed the south
cowst of Hagland. Countless hordes
of ootopuses—ihe devil fishas of Vietor
Hugo—have invaded the Eoglish Chan-
nel, aod have swarmed alocg the shorss
of Devon aud Cornwall in such numbers
as to begesr belief. Traveliing abeut
in mirauding armies, they hava well-
nigh desiroyed the loeal lobster and
ciasficheries by devouring those orus
tadeans whole sale and on the French
side of the strait, eepeoially inthe Do-
pariment of Finistere, they sre thrown
up on the boaches by the rea sfter
storms in suoh quantities that their
loathsome bodies hava been gathercd
up and removed by hundreds of oart
loads to prevent them from endanger-
iog the publio heslth by rottieg.

Many of these creaturos have a spresd
of six fect or more, tho tentacles being
three fectin length and oovared with
suckers as b'g as 50 cont piecss. Bat
specimens have been seen very much
greatcr in size, and individuals aro
known somatimes o altain & wmeasure-
mont of sixtcen feet from arm tip to
arm tip. That the larger oneos will
readily attack humsn beings is well
known, the suckling dises with which
the arms are provided holdiog the vio
tim with a forcs equal to come horse pow-
er.Onee fairly embraced by theanimal,
there is small chanos for the strong:st
man, unoless he is luoky enough to have
a big koife ora spaar

The most surprisicg poin’ about the

strait, the overplus migrated in ewarms
across the Channel to Bogland,

First there was an abnormal wulti-
plication of the poulps in the neighbor-
hood of the Channel Island wnd along
the Fiench coast; then came overerowd
ing and a oonscquent searcity of food,
and fioally armies of octopnds advanced
scross the Channel to the English shore.
Oae of the first signs of its arrival upon
the shores of Devon snd Cornwall was
the appesrerc e of great numbers of
orabs which had been driven into the
shallow waters by the marauding mol
lusks. The latter enter the traps of the
fishermen and destroy the lobsters and
crabs which have been caught, and
sometimes the seiner aro literally bur
dened with the writ.ing, julpy mon-
alera.

The { malo cctopus wakes her nest in
any sheltered and convenient hollow in
ths rocks. There she lass her cLes,
which ia due tims hateh cut young oo-
tepods.  One of the curious phenome-
na icoidental to the reeent placue has
the fiuding of immense numbers of
minute poulps, not long hatohed, aad
hardly bigger than gratns of rice. Not
much is kuown as to their rate of grow-
th' but it is believed that they do not
rcach fall piz: uatil they aro about 8
years old.

Tho presenca of the devil fishes in
sush great pumbers in, tle Kaoglish
Channel being due to the nousual son-
ditions, it is expeoted that the plague
will not last viry loog. (ae severe
winter would probably cestr )y & major
ity of them. Meanwhile, however, de-
vouring immense numbers of oyrters as
well as edible crustaceane, and  scicnti-
fio cxperts have been tryiog to find
sowe means wheroby the enomy may
be fought. In Plymouth Sound ex-
perimeats have been made recontly in
fishing for the pou'ps with pots such as
arc used in the Mediterranean.

In the Mediterrancan the ootopus 13
regu!rrly fished for and used for food.
Pitcher-shaped earthern pots are attach-
ed at fixed intervals to a long line and
lowered to the bottom, the cord to
which they are fastened being buoyed
at the ends s0 that it may be found
sgain. kvery few daya the line ia haul-
ed up and it18 no! uncommon to find
every one of the pitehers oeoupied by &
devil fish, The poulp, being s soft
bodied animal,itis an ensy prey to WADY
encmics, and on this scoount it oagerly
takes advantaze of any suitable shelter.
The jugs, whioh are not baited in any
way, afford ideal places of concealmont,
the cotopus oreupying the interior snd
spreading its tentaclos from the mouth.
Henoo the «fzctiveness of these fueer
traps

T'he octopus has eight ten'acles of
equal longth raidiating from its contral
mass aud armed with guckers. Its hab-
it isto lurk in some dark oranny inthe
rocks, waiting for an unwary viotim to
venture within ressh., With three or
four of its arms it clings fast to & roek,
while with the remaining teniacles wav
ing, gliding and feoling about in the
water it keops on the alert-for prey, A
man coming withinits reach is likely to
bo instantly embraced. Instanianeously,
as the pull of a trigger, the pistons of the
hundreds of suckers on a tentasle are
simultancously drawn inward, the air
is romovad from the pneumatio holders,
a vacuum being ereated in each, and
the unfortunate ia so ocompletely pin-
ioned that hardly » struggle is possible.
Ilmmediately the other tontacles not oo
eupird in clinging to the rcok are wrap-
ped about the viotim, and he is drawn
into the close hug of the poulp, to be

torn to picees by its parrot-like beak
and absorbed.

The Chinete consider the ootopus a
gr at dolieaoy for eatiog and it is simi-
larly relished in many other ports of
the world. Ia the gravea of the an-
Peruvians, buried with the mumies
have been found in large numbers ob-
joots whioh were for some time suppes-
ed to be desicosted human eyes. In
reality, howover, these objects are eyes
of cetopuses, which were rogarded evi-
dently as charms of value.
